A CurioiiB Sight. 


One of the most carious sights at se 


is that of an oil bonnd ship. 


Every up to date ship carries o: 


tanks, the quantity varying with th 
size of the vessel. For instance, 
steamer of 160 tons burden carries'o 
an average 60 gallons of oil. This oil i 
tho refuse discarded by the oil refinin 
factories and often consists of a mixtur 
of whalo oil, petroleum and vegetabl 
oil. It costs about twopence a gallon 
and a largo sized vessel can be well sup 
plied for 20 shillings. 


The oil is stowed in spacious zm 


tanks, arranged in the hold of the shi; 
to act as ballast. Each tank contains 6 
gallons of oil, and an ingenious median 
ical tap arrangement connects the tan 
with tho outside of the vessel. 


If a dangerous giile arises and th 


ship becomes unmanageable and likely 
to founder, the slnicos are opened, am 
20 gallons or more of tho oil is allowed 
to cscapo into the sea. 


Tho effect is instantaneous. Howeve: 


stormy tho sea may be, tho vessel lie; 
m a gently heaving mi!lpond. There i; 
110 further dangpr of foundering, and 
the oil moves along with the vessel for 
some time, often half an hour, after 
which it bicaks up and disperses.

FUNDAMENT 4L IlKPOUIATION. 


Tho New York Financial Areii« is a 


non-political newspaper. 
It is not a 


silver paper, out treats of financial 
affairs from a business standpoint. la 
its issue of Tuesday, August 4tb, 
tells of bearing a great deal about " re 
pudiation," and one would think from 
the frequent use of the term by thos 
who advocate the single gold standard 
that the people who are favoring th 
full rem'onetizdtion of silver by i estor 
ing it to the free coinage rights which i 
ulnays Lad until they were surrep 
titiously dtstioyed in 1873 were work 
ing to bring about repudiation. Th 
News, though published in Wall street 
emphatically proclaims the truth a; 
follows: 


"The United States has not a dollar o 


paper money that is not redeemable in 
silver, nor has it ever had a dollar o 
bonded debt not lawfully payable, l?j 
its express terms, in coins of the weigh' 
and fineness of 1870, when our " unit o: 
-money" was the silver dollar aiid silver 
not gold, was the legal standard o: 
measure. When we consider the vast 
ness of our debt and the fact that i 
must be paid out of the profits of earn 
ings on production, those who talk so 
freely of repudiation are playing with 
flre in a place crowded with combasti 
ties. 


"There is a real repudiation, a f anda 


mental repudiation, the lepudiation o 
the divine law that a "laborer is worthj 
ot his hire," which the peopla are nov, 
fighting again by trying to give to tho 


'exchange of products the help of s>ilrer 


which will allow some profit out o 
which debt can be paid. There is 1,0 
other way to pay it. It must be paid 
that way or not at all. The people who 
are trj ing to continue the gold polity 
which has already reduced ptice^ o 
products to or below cost line, nnd 
whiah, if kept up, must inevitably <Jb 
story our ability to pay our debts-, are 
working for repudiation—for funda- 
mental repudiation, for undermining 
the foundation of sound and solvent 
conditions. If that is done then the 
superstructure of debt built on the 
earnings of the people must crumble 
and fall. 


"If we were like England,'a country 


having insufficient natural wealth to 
sustain our people, if we weie just a 
bank and a workshop, having to go al 
over the world for food to supply oui 
population, for material which their 
skill could fashion for man's uses, and 
which onr ships could then distribute 
and peddle out; if we owed no debts 
bat were the creditor nation of the 
world, then, as a cold-blooded, business 
proposition, irrespective of fairness or 
moral rights, it might be " business " to 
work the people of other countries and 
live and get rich off the sweat of the 
brows of other people, and in a cold- 
tlooded, business way we might push 
that advantage to the limit which still 
permitted our debtors to earn enough 
over living expenses to meet interest 
and principal on credits we had granted 
them. If we went further we should 
be destroying the goose that laid our 
golden egg. The gold standard people 
are now choking their goose mighty 
tight. 


"Bat we are a great continent, with 


over seventy millions of people, with 
oar whole land interlaced by rivers, 
checked over by crossing railway lines, 
surrounded by seas. 
Onr 
natural 


wealth ia only scratched on the out- 
crop. If we can have fair prices for 
onr domestic products in our domestic 
market, we can carry our debts and 
win ont. If our increase of production 
and exchange is done at constantly 
lowering prices which leave no margin 
of profit, we must inevitably fail. 
Twenty-three years of gold has brought 
ns to rock bottom conditions. Under 
silver we made money. With its help 
we shall make money again. Our peo- 
ple cannot afford to fail. They are, 
therefore, determined on a change of 
financial policy, on a policy suited to 
our needs as a surplus and selling 
country, which will make solvency pos- 
sible. This calls for the help of silver, 
with fall rights of free coinage at our 
mints at its existing ratio of 16 to 1. 
There is nothing dishonest in that when 
the rest of the world uses it at 15U to 
1. That Wall street still talks about 
'53tent dollars' only proves that 
Wall street has not yet got out of the 
elementary class. Bitter experience, a 
hard school, has given the producers a 
more advanced education." 


SNARLING OKGAM GRINDERS. 


Many of the brightest and ablest Re- 


publicans in Nevada, as in other States, 
have repudiated the platform and the 
candidates of the national convention 
because the platform and the nominees 
repudiate the principles which Repub- 
licans have been asserting for years. 
Some of those men were elected to po- 
sitions of honor and trnst by the Be- 
pnbllcan party, and becanse they were, 
some of the goldbug organ grinders are 
anarling at them "for leaving the party 
in its hour of need."

When Harrison was elected the party 
condemned Cleveland for his efforts to 
demonetize silver. In every Republi- 
can convention held in Nevada since 
187C, 
the party declared for free coin- 


age. 
May 0, 18D6, just three months 


ago, 
the Republican convention which 


elected delegates to the St. Louis con- 
vention, declared for free coinage at 
the ratio of 16 to 1. If the party was 
sincere in that declaration, how can the 
men who atill adhere to it be sincere 
now, 
when it emphatically declares 


against free coinage und in fnvor of 
maintaining the gold standard ? Intel- 
ligent, thinkiug men, who as Republi- 
cans believed that free coinago aucl 
that alone would relieve the country 
fi om the deadly grip of the gold trust, 
and so declared three months ago, can 
not stultify themselves to please Mr.

The King California Gnve Fierce.

Tho circular portion is cut into 
squares, which are embellished with 
beautifully executed designs, the entire 
group presenting a pictorial Liilory ot 
California. The seal of the ring is really 
a lid, which swings upon a hinge und 
is covered with the arms of the state of 
California, surmounted by the stars and 
stripes. Underneath is a square box di- 
vided by bars of gold into nine separate 
compartments, each containing a pure 
specimen of the varieties of ore found 
in the country. On the inside is the fol- 
lowing inscription:' 'Presented to Pi auk- 
lin Pierce, the fourteenth president of 
the United States."—San .Francisco 
Chronicle.
